DRo WILLIAM FRASER OLIVER 

Many times it has been said that at Macdonald we live in a little world of 
our own, whose boundaries end at the campus gates. We are relatively little 
affected by events of large importance outside, and therefore feel the more 
strongly the impact of events within. Recently many of us saw how distressingly 
true this is when we lost a kindhearted and unselfish member of that small world 
in Dr. William Fraser Oliver, 

Death seems very remote to most of us, and it takes some time to grasp 
fully the significance of it when it comes close. It is hard to realize that we have 
seen that sturdy frame and that good-natured smile for the last time. 

The quality of a man's character is reflected in what is said of him by his 
close associates o Fraser Oliver's colleagues on the staff have always spoken of 
him in the highest and fondest terms. He was a quiet, modest man, and a brilliant 
physicist who not only mastered a great deal of knowledge in his field, but con- 
tributed to it, as he did most certainly to ours c 

We, his students, cannot begin to express adequately our feelings of shock 
and regret at his loss. It is very difficult now to enter those labs and lecture 
rooms in the Chemistry Building without experiencing a disheartening and wistful 
twinge of regret. For so long he was there when we needed a hand, when we didn't 
understand an experiment or couldn^t solve a physics problem. No one, on 
approaching his office, ever had to wonder what sort of a mood he'd be in, because 
he was always the same - helpful and patient, and above all, kindo His death has 
brought home to us in a striking manner the measure of our indebtedness to him, 
and to those like him, who give so much to their seemingly unappreciative students „ 
We hope he knew something of our feelings; we hope he knew we could be and were 
grateful, and we hope his colleagues who carry on the work, and who "play the 
game" so generously with us> know too. 

All of us, members of the Clan Macdonald, extend our deepest sympathy 
to Dr. Oliver's family.
